mourned. Ho will retire to private life 
.ind political oblivion, unwept, anhpa- 
ored and uusung. 
Those who have 


rnado a tool of him for their own per- 
sonal aggrandizement or private gain 
will despise him no lesa than those 
whose trust he boiniyed. It is reason- 
able to nnppo.se, however, that he is 
oblivious of tho contempt in which 
those who once honored him now hold 
him. 
He is so euscysted with self 


importance, or wrapped up iu am- 
biguity, that iu tho depths of his dis- 
•grnco bo imagines himself groat and 
seeks to bear himself like a king among 
the mass of suffering humanity that 
owes its misery chiefly to him and his 
misguided policies. From all over this 
land piles of silent masonry and smoke- 
less obelisks point mutely to the cold 
gray sky, which ia emblematic of all 
that he has brought the nation during 
the last four years of his incumbency, 
which might much more properly be 
called "encnmbrancy." From the fair 
island south of us, the wail of the 
stricken patriot, the piercing shrieks of 
dying women and children, tho black 
clouds of smoke (hat hang like a pall 
over the embers of destroyed industries, 
are all unmistakable evidences of hia 
perversity—frnitsjof his vassalage. No 
man over has it better opportunity to 
leave his namo engraved upjn the roll 
of honor, and no man ever failed more 
ingloriously. 
Deplorable as this fact 


is, it is not all. 
If, when Grover 


Cleveland steps clown and out, 
we 


might expect redress—if 
something 


better was promised n-i, we might seek 
to bear with fortitude the ills we have, 
bat that is not the case. Tho incjming

elected, that it would pursue tha same 
policy that Cleveland hj-.a, and if 
it 


floes, what then? 


The Mission of a Newspaper. 


Tho legitimate uses to which it can 


be turned, and the lawful and praise- 
worthy ends it may strive to attain, 
make the newspaper the most powerful 
factor in shaping the education of the 
people. 
It is the best, as well as most 


evil influence iu the community. 
It 


cau purify or poison with public mind. 
Whether it is to accomplish the one or 
the otber of these results, depends on 
the purpose of those who manage or 
control 
its policy. 
No donbt 
the 


primary object of a newspaper is to 
print the news; to publish the facts of 
the community or world as they trans- 
pire, and to advertise the business of 
its patrons. 
These are its most prac- 


tical or obvious uses. 
Even these are 


in a measure educational, as every 
reader may draw his own conclusion* 
from the facts laid before him. 
No 


fact or incident of a community is. iso- 
lated from the morality or charcater of 
that community, but it is indictive of 
its past and present history, and serves 
as a graded barometer of the human 
tide and weather. 
But, in addition to 


the conveyance of facts aud news to its 
readers, every newspaper of character 
has a broader and higher aim. 
The 


noblest use and end of the newspaper is 
in its office as a public teacher in con- 
nection with the facts and news it 
prints. 
The newspaper goea into the 


hands of the community, aud in many 
cases it furnishes the chief rending 
matter of the family. 
While all facts 


and incidents have intimate relation to 
the community in which they happen 
and the circumstances out of which 
they grow, yet the great majority of 
people are too busily engaged in the 
race of life for bread and shelter to 
leave them time to study and interpret 
the passing panorama of the day. 
It 


is for the newspaper to do this, and 
there is no higher office, no more influ- 
ential agency. 
There is not, perhaps, 


in the daily newspaper the widest field 
for effort in the direction of literature 
of a purely ethical or artistic character. 
This field, no doubt, will be conceded 
to the magazine, whose readers are 
fewer and with more leisure at their 
command. 
But the newspaper should 


aim to inculcate a sense of justice and 
inspire its readers with the 
Jove of 


truth and humanity. 
The essential in- 


terests of every community rest on broac 
and obvious grounds, 
upon 
which 


classes, sects and persuasions can be 
led to meet in concord without jar or 
wrangle, if only the unessential differ- 
ences of prejudice can be kept in the 
background. 


Politics and religion are subjects 


which, if kept uppermost, are apt to 
ferment contention and alienate friend- 
ships. 
For this reason the daily news- 


paper, perhaps, should avoid rank, 
partisanship 
in 
politics 
and 


sectarianism in religious topics. 
But, 


doubtless, the best practical 
effect 


emanating from the daily newspaper is1 
the candid, truthful and courageous 
comment on the right and wrong con- 
duct of public officials. 
The welfare 


of every community depends upon the 
fidelity of its public servants, the in- 
tegrity and honor of its officials. 
It 


has become a custom of almost uni- 
versal observance for the partisan news- 
papur to sustain the conduct of public 
officials iu the party to which it be- 
longs, and to censure without limit the 
conduct of all officials in the opposite 
party. 
Such a newspaper so conducted 


is utterly without power for good, and 
entitled to no respect. 
But to conduct 


a newspaper with fidelity to the public 
interests, looking neither to the right 
nor to the left, but straight 
ahead, 


knowing neither friend nor euemy, is 
au undertaking which requires courage 
and a sense of lonesome independence. 
Many words have to be written that 
straiu friendships and sever relation- 
ship of ploasiuit years. But if au editor 
has not tho courage to speak the truth 
touching tho public conduct of an 
official friend, but cringes, hesitates 
and dodges, then he ia a sne»kiug 
hypocrite, who only whiuea, and has 
no character worthy of respect. 
Let 


tho newspapers only speak in their col- 
umns tho truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, and official dis- 
honor and delinquency will soon cease. 
The newspaper which will dodge or 
prevaricate because the official conduct 
of a personal friend is involved has no 
conception of its duty to the public. It 
is as base in its motives us the news- 
paper which permits its columns to be 
sold to abuse a personal or political 
enemy. 
A newspaper should have but 


two friends, the public aud the friends 
of the public.—Oolumbus Post. 


Brooklyn Catholic Women. 


The work of the Catholic ladies in 


Brooklyn who have tho management of 
the Women's Catholic association of 
that city is something of a departure 
from the usual routine of benevolent 
work undertaken by the women of that 
Beet. 
The association, which is liow 


three years old aud very prosperous, ia 
modeled closely on the lines of the 
Young Women's Christian associations. 
It is a clubhouse for young women, 
where they cau get almost any sort of 
helpful instruction and entertainment. 
There are free classes in plain sewing, 
preparatory dressmaking, penmanship 
aud elementary English, and classes, at 
which a nominal fee is charged, in type- 
writing, 
stenography, 
bookkeeping, 


physical cultnre and other departments 
of direct commercial value to the mem- 
bers. 
On two evenings in the week a 


class of hospital nurses meets to receive 
instruction in invalid cookery, and a 
chafing dish course is engaging the at 
tention of another class on one after- 
noon. 
An elaboration of the course in 


domestic science is intended to give its 
participants most thorough training in 
all homo work. 
A series of entertain- 


ments, to consist of lectures, concerts 
and the like, is to be given on succeed- 
ing Wednesday evenings during the sea- 
son.

JPf the water. Exceptional bashful ness, 
fts it is called, is really shyness. It is a 
inorbid condition of tho mind, a certain 
sort of dementi n. 


Often is the expression heard that a 


person is painfully shy. Yet in such an 
instance no doubt has been raised as to 
the. mental condition of tho object of 
the remark. Nevertheless, it is far more 
than probable that the, individual refer- 
red to was suffering from insanity jnst 
as ranch if not more, than many per- 
sons who aro living out a tortured exist- 
ence within tho walls of a madhotise. 


It is a well known fact that ouo of 


tho most notable symptoms of insanity 
is that which causes tho person afflicted 
to sbnti the company of others. Loneli- 
ness is an incentive to insanity 
Con- 


finement in a solitary cell iu a prison 
often breeds madness. It is altogether 
an unnatnral mental condition which 
impels a person to avoid tho society of 
humanity. No one whoso condition is 
normal ever consents to such an exist- 
ence. 


Jnst how the insanity expert looks at 


shyness is shown by tho following state- 
ment, made by Dr. G. W. Kunz of Now 
York, whose wide experience makes his 
opinion well worth considering : 


"Shyness is as much a disease as scar- 


let fever. It is recognized as a symptom 
of dementia or melancholia, just as an 
extremely strong willed person, or ono 
who is what is termed unusually self 
assertive, is regarded by physicians as a 
possible subject for acute paresis. 


"This shyness takes various formH, 


such as a sudden feeling of fuintnesa 
and weakness on looking down from 
any extreme height. It is present when 
a woman persists in looking under tho 
bed before retiring, although sho knows 
full well that there is no man thero. 
I 


know of ono cnso of a woman who, 
when she turns out tho gas, invariably 
lights a match to see if sho hus turned 
it completely off, and nine times ont of 
ten sho lights another match to see if 
HUG throw tho first match into the coal 
scnttlo or fireplace. That is another form 
of what may bo termed shyness. 


"This shyness is duo to a variety of 


causes. It is very of ton tho case that a 
system which is run down leads to this 
condition of miud. Tho continual think- 
ing upon any subject, or what is termed 
brooding over a certain thing, leads to 
this. If not chucked in lima, melan- 
cholia results. 


"This shyness is as common to men 


as to women. Somo men seem embar- 
rassed and ill at uiise when in the. pres- 
ence of women, while, on tho other 
hand, it is often noticed that tho pres- 
ence of gentlemen makes some women 
very ill at case, only, in justice to the 
BOX, it must bo stated that this very 
rarely happens. 


"Thero aro many reasons for those 


facts, but thn most common ono is ill 
health. 
Should n person so troubled go 


to a physician, ho or she would be re- 
garded as possessing symptoms indicat- 
ing a lack of will power and approach- 
ing insanity in somci form. 
Thero aro 


waves of morbid shynees, just as there 
aro waves of insanity. Thero aro waves 
of certain kinds of suicide, resulting 
from insanity. 
Thoro aro waves of 


bridge jumping, killing with razors ov 
knives, shooting and death by poison. 


"Alauy snieides aro duo to temporary 


insanity, brought on by a variety of 
causes. One of the first symptoms is 
shyness. 
Persons afflicted with this 


shyness never take up any of thn sciences 
or professions or bccomo students. They 
luck the will power necessary to do so. 
Where the nornuil mind of man over- 
comes difficulties and troubles when 
they come, tho shy, retiring man seeks 
relief in suicide." 


Dr. Henry Campbell, who is tho phy- 


sician in charge of the Northwest Lon- 
don hospital, says thut morbid shyness 
is, like other mental disorders, an exag- 
geration nf an unnatural physical state. 
If is among women, he deelares, that 
this .symptom of mental disorder is most 
often seen. Lacking the physical strength 
of man in most instances, t i n y aro un- 
able to w i t h s t a n d the depression that 
sometimes .-ei/es them. That depression 
gives birth to a desire to be unobserved. 
Here is the beginning of the fit of shy- 
ness whieh result-; in unbalancing the 
mind and 
i renting the 
id.-iv that- the 


vf-ry sight of others is an ntlliction to he 
avoided. 


Several Xi \v York doctors who dis- 


cussed the question at length said t h a t 
they hurl noticed particularly among 
young women whom they had been call- 
ed upon t ft see that those who 
liafl ex- 


hibited the greatest embarrassment in 
the presence of ynmig men were lacking 
in that mental equipoise necessary to the 
normal brain. 
.Modesty is one thing, 


they said, shyness quite another. The 
ono causes the young woman to refrain 
from action that would bring upon her 
jnst criticism. The other is simply im- 
pelled to a course of action for which 
there, is neither rhyme nor reason, and 
one that only results in genera! discom- 
fort.—New York Journal.

Even i 
in those- streets in which thero is room 
enough for trees there are many places 
iu which no trees can thrive by reason 
of the lack of sunshine, and, indeed, 
there aro scarcely any streets in New 
York below the park in which trees can 
bo expected to do BO well as iu a place 
liko Washington, where tho streets are 
BO wido and tho buildings so low as to 
givo all trees that may be planted a fair 
chanco for life. Almost the only streets 
in New York that aro as favorably sit- 
uated are the Broadway boulevard and 
tho Riverside drive. The boulevard bna 
been nutil within tho past few mouths 
a dismal monument to municipal neg- 
lect. 
Now it is knpt in order, but timo 


is required to replace the trees thut bavo 
been allowed to die, and tho double row 
of trees that wore meant "high over- 
arched to embower" docs not embower 
at all, but presents upon tho whole a 
scraggy and dismal spectacle. 


Tliis, of course, comes mainly from 


neglect, for there is noreason why trees 
in this thorough faro should not thrive 
if they can bo made to thrive anywhere 
in New York. Th'e goneral introduction 
of electric lighting will do much for the 
trees unless gas is still carried through 
the ground for fuel. It is given out that 
uncontaminated earth will bo used for 
tho setting of the now trees, but, judg- 
ing from what wo have cxpcrisnccd in 
the opening of Fifth avenuo fora sewer 
and the previous openings of other ave- 
nues for laying cables, the percolation 
of tho gas through the fresh soil would 
be :\ matter of only weeks at the longest. 
The new association is plainly destined 
to encounter many obstacles. If it suc- 
ceeds in gaining even n partial victory 
over them, it will entitle, itself to the 
gratitude of all New Yorkers.—New 
York Times.

He is at the mercy of the "circulation liars" who never make def- 


inite statements nor attempt to prove them. It is the careless adver- 
tiser, beyond all others, who keep alive the "fakes " He does not dis- 
criminate as to the character of men to be believed or the stories they 
may tell. And as there are more illegitimate advertising "schemes" 
than there are legitimate advertising ctannels, he pays put more 
money for poor than for good service. 
After the careless advertiser 


has been imposed upon, he frequently wreaks vengeance upon the 
legitimate medium and drives off the agent who represents the latter. 
This separates him further from those interested in his welfare, and 
makes him an easier victim again for smooth-tongued schemers who 
never face a customer but once. 


A legitimate advertising agent always wants his patron to make 


money on his investment and will exert himself to see that he does. 
Such agents work for reputable mediums. They should be especially 
encouraged by the careless advertiser.

The Careful Advertiser. 


AY be successful, but his possibilities are limited because he 
wants to do everything himself, and he frequently wants to see 


the cash box coming down on the wire before he orders the advertis- 
ing. This is the care that kills. It would kill a cat; and the fickle 
jade, Fortune, begins flirting with some bolder wooer who will take 
counsel of experts about advertising. The careful advertiser not only 
jeopardizes his success by refusing to accept valuable counsel, but by 
devoting his time to a department which lies outside of the ordinary 
channel of business, and for which he may be entirely unqualified, 
while he is neglecting the things he is specially competent to do and 
which needs his closest attention. It is worth money to the careful 
advertiser to assure himself that he can make more money doing those 
things which he understands, than he can doing those things which 
he does not understand, namely, advertising. 


The apparent cost frequently deters the careful advertiser. 
Yet 


advertising is like other investments, the larger investor makes more 
money than the small one. The secret of profitable newspaper adve^r 
tising is in the use of the right matter displayed in the right way, in- 
serted in the right newspaper, at the right time, and at the right price.

ILL succeed if he only directs his liberality in right channels and 
pushes that branch of his business with the same energy he does 


the rest of it. 
But if he indiscriminately spends his cash on every 


scheme, fake and fraud presented, he may be a very long way from 
success. A fortune may be spent in advertising without satisfactory 
results. Many a one has been so dissipated. If advertising be done 
for accommodation, for charity, for friendship, for lack of courage to 
say "no" or for personal popularity, it will be fruitless.
